d then cauſed him to be let on Hoꝛsback, behinde one of their Company, with 
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intent to have cat ed him to ſome obſcure place out of Town, where they might with moꝛe pꝛi⸗ 


vacy have executed their Uillainous and Bloody Conſpiracy, until, at laſt, the laid Duke endea⸗ 
voꝛing to reſcue humlelk, by dilarming and dilmounting him that rode vefoze him, was very much 
wounded in that conflict, and now lies languiſhing under thoſe Wounds, at his Lodgings in

gence in this Affair, receive from Gs a Bewardot One thouſand pounds Sterling : and moꝛe⸗ 
over, Mall be further eſteemed and conſidered by Us: as one who hath done Us, a molt eminent 
and molt acceptable Service, | 
And if any one of thele Conſpiratozs, hall after due conſideration: of the hoꝛroꝛ of this Fact: 
be lo far touched with remoꝛſe of Conſcience, as to diſcover himſelf to one of Our P2incipal Se⸗ 
tretaries ok State, 02 to any one of Our Pꝛivy Council, and declare his whole knowledge of 
this Conſpiracy, and of the Authozs o2 Abettoꝛs thereof, The ſaid Offender (hall fo2 ſuch his 
diſcovery, receive Dur Full and Gracious Pardon; and alſo ſhall inuned:ately receive from Us, 
ag a further Reward, the full Sum ok One thouſand pounds Sterling. |
